The FCC Authorization Act (signed Oct. 1) includes several items of 
interest. Work begun by Senator Barry Goldwater K7UGA (and others) has 
now been completed, with the changing of the Communications Act of 1934 
to include a prohibition against willful or malicious interference. The 
naw Section 33 reads: "No person shall willfully or maliciously 
interfere with or cause interference to any radio communications of any 
station licensed or authorized by or under this Act or operated by the 
United States Government." (Until mow, such transgressions we” ¢ 
violations of FCC rules, rather than of Federal statues.)

AM I PORTABLE OR MOBILE? ????? 
(From the FCC Rule Book. Sth edition ARRL, page S-1) 


PORTABLE OPERATION - Radio communications conducted from a specific 
geographical location, other than that shown on the station license. A 
vacation home or a friend’s hame, for example. 


MOBILE OFERATION - Radio communications conducted while in motion or 
during halts at unspecified locations. 


(Note: It’s important to make the distinction between FORTABLE and 
MOBILE operation. MOBILE refers to talking on your 2-meter rig while 
driving your pick-up truck, while jogging or while backpacking in the 
mountains. PORTABLE means operation for an extended period of time at a 
specific, definable location, such as your retreat cabin.)
